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HAWTHORNE’S STAKE ENTRIES. 

The twelve stakes announced by the Chicago 
Jockey Club, to be run during the spring and sum- 
mer meetings at the Hawthorne course, closed 
February 4 with a total of 1.031 entries, showing an 
increase of 145 entries over the number received for 
the stakes run during the same meetings last 
season. The stakes for the coming season are 
identical in name and number with those of 1901. 
There is a material increase in the number of en- 
tries to each stake with the exception of the Excel- 
sior Handicap for three-year-olds, which has sixty- 
eight entries, as against seventy last year, and the 
Prairie Stakes with sixty-three entries for 1902, had 
110 entries last year. The falling off in the numbor 
of entries to the latter is accounted for by the fact 
that the distance has been increased from one mile 
to tv* . niilas.
